A VICTORY FOR WASHBURNE.

Map1son, Wis., May 5.—The Republican State 
Convention assembled at noon in the Assembly 
Hall in the Capitol, and was called to order by 
Robert H. Baker, Chairman of the State Central 
Committee, who stated that it was not necessary 
for him to explain the occasion of the gather- 
ing. The people of Wisconsin were in earnest, 
and the majority cast by the Republicans last 
November would be continued so long as the 
party persisted in remaining true to the trusts 
committed to it. The bold stand taken by the 
Wisconsin Republicans in opposition to an infla- 
tion of the currency placed the State high in 
the esteem of the country and the financial 
world. The purse-strings of capital were 
loosened, forges were opened, and the hum of 
industry was heard tnrough the land. Noone 
man was necessary to the Republican party 
{prolonged applause]; it was a party of prin- 
ciples. That the party would ratify at the polls 
the choice of the National Convention there 
could be no doubt. It was not desirable to 
hamper the Wisconsin Delegation with instruc- 
tions, as such would deprive the National Con- 
vention of the counsels of the delegation. 

On motion of Joseph Quarles, of Kenosha, W. 
E. Carter, of Grant County, was unanimously 
chosen Temporary Chairman. On mounting 
the rostrum he returned thanks for the honor 
conferred, and proceeded to dwell at some 
length on the political situation before the 
country. There was, he said, an organized 
Solid South who united with their Northern 
allies to deprive the loyal Republican party of 
all it gained during and since the War. The 
speaker closed with advising a dispassionate 
cousideration of the availabilities of all the 
candidates and the necessity of uniting upon 
one whom all loyal Republicans ean support 
and elect.

Jacxson, Miss., May 5.—The Republican State 
Copvention was called to order at noon to-day 
by George M. Buchanan, Chairman of the State 
Executive Committee.

TENNESSEE, 
THE REPUBLICAN CONVENTION.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 5.—The State Repub- 

‘liean Convention met in the hall of the House 
of Representatives at noon to-day to elect 
twenty-four delegates to the National Conven- 
tion, being two frm each of the ten Congres- 
sional districts and four from the State at large, 
and nominate a candidate for Governor. The 
attendance is larger than any Republican Con- 
vention ever held in Tennessee, about 350 dele- 
gates being present. It was called to order by 
Joseph R. Dilling.

FOUL PLAY. 

Fair play is quite as much a jewel as con- 
sistency. Foul play is dishonorable even in 
dealing with an opponent, and with a friend 
it is disgraceful to the last degree. The act 
of forcing the Cook County Convention pre- 
maturely by the Grant faction of the Repub- 
lican party was a snap judgment taken 
against political associates. The end sought 
by Grant, Blaine, and Washburne men respect- 
ively is the same,—the election of the candi- 
date who shall receive a nomination to the 
Presidency at the hands of the National Re- 
publican Convention. Anything which tends 
to excite bitterness in the party ranks makes 
the common purpose more difficult of accom- 
plishment. On Tuesday last the third-term 
partisans urged and induced the Republican 
County Committee to commit an act of in- 
justice against a large section of the Repub- 
lican party. Against the prayer and protest 
of eleven members, twelve members of the 
Committee insisted upon a violation of 
an old and time-honored custom of the Re- 
publican party of this county, by holding 
the Convention to select delegates to the 
State .Convention a full week earlier than 
usual. The reasons of this extraordinary 
action are plain: (1) It is an attempt to 
head off the Washburne movement which 
first took form on Tuesday evening. ( It 
is evidence that the third-term managers be- 
lieve their case stronger now than it will be 
two weeks hence; and therefore shows that 
they desire to prevent the result likely to 
ensue upon more deliberation. Now, in 
cutting off the opportunity for deliberation 
they willfully sacrifice the party interest 
to the personal interest of their candidate; 
hence their devotion to a particular candi- 
date becomes treason to the Republican 
party. But the disreputable trick is an ac- 
complished fact. That it was premeditated 
is certain, since the committeemen who 
were in the secret were ready with 
their judges- of election, and coached 
to put them through the appointment 
process. And it must be presumed that the 
majority of the judges of primaries are tools 
of the third-term managers who will be 
ready to carry out their plans; and that these 
plahs involve fraud if necessary is also pre- 
sumable, since the managers who consum- 
mated the trick of Tuesday must be entirely 
capable of performing a worse trick on Sat- 
uray next. Buta disreputable trick com- 
mitted against a vigilant and resolute oppo- 
sition never succeeds upon an appeal to the 
people. The masses of the Republican 
party love fair play and hate fraud. The 
right of fair play having been denied them, 
they will take care that fraud shall not pre- 
vail against them. The third-term managers 
have deliberately invited suspicion. By 
seeking an unfair advantage, by violat- 
ing an old party custom, py forcing 
an early convention when (for all 
honest purposes a late convention would 
have been equally just to all factions, they 
have given notice of a purpose that the pri- 
maries of next Saturday shall violate, not 
reflect, the will of the Republican voters of 
Cook County. 

We are aware that this is a very severe ar- 
raignment, but we defy anybody and every- 
body to impeach its justice. The third-term

When these dele- 
gates confronted their .constituents, the 
latter insisted that they had rights as 
well as the Camerons. The politicians 
had given the Camerons the evidence of 
fealty which was required from them, and 
they were ready and willing to listen to the 
protests of their constituents because their 
own hearts were not enlisted in the third- 
term cause. This is the explanation of the 
Pennsylvania revolt against the third-term 
dictation. It is nota revolt against the per- 
sonal influence of the Camerons, which has 
already been recognized, and the Republican 
Senator from Pennsylvania may himself be 
persuaded that he shouid be content with the 
triumph he hab already enjoyed and not put 
his power to too severe a test.

TILDEN, THE STEAM-MAN. 

The country is much indebted to the New 
York World for the publication of an inter- 
view with Mr. William Moller on the subject 
of the physical and mental condition of Mr. 
Samuel J. Tilden. Mr. Moller is an intimate 
friend of the Sage of Gramercy Park, and 
may hence be presumed to speak by authori- 
ty. He makes a trifling mistake of six years 
in the matter of Uncle Sammy’s age, but 
that is unimportant, considering the fact of 
Mr. Tilden’s remarkable vigor. Mr. Moller 
visits Mr. Tilden often. He called upon the 
Sage last week Wednesday, and found him 
“standing up” talking to a gentleman. In 
regard to his standing capacity Mr. Moller 
says: assure you” (to the interviewer) 
“he can stand up just as easily as you and 1 
can.“ There being a strong presumption in 
favor of the World reporter’s physical 
strength it follows that Mr. Tilden can 
“stand up” just as easily as the aver- 
age human. This is a gratifying cir- 
cumstance, because in the event of his 
election to the Presidency he would 
be able to be sworn into office standing, in 
accordance with the custom of the country. 
But can Mr. Tilden “sit down” just as easily 
as any man can? Mr. Tilden’s legs are prob- 
ably ina better state of preservation than 
his arms, but would they bear the strain of 
standing during an entire term of four years 
in the White House? We doubt it, and de- 
mand to know of Mr. Moller whether his 
friend the Sage can sit down just as easily as 
any man can; and whether in fact he can 
sit down at all. 

To the question, “Is Mr. Tilden a stout, 
hearty man?’ Mr. Moller responded 
promptly, “Just right.” Then the follow- 
ing interesting colloquy occurred. 

„How does he walk?” queried the re- 
porter. 

„Walk!“ exclaimed Mr. Moller, in a kind 
of ecstasy, rubbing his hands; “he walks 
very erect and classic, He walks like a great 
statesman.” 

“How does a great statesman walk, Mr. 
Moller?’ 

“How?” responded Mr. Moller; “ why, 
just as Mr. Tilden walks!” 

This description of Mr. Tilden’s manner of 
walking,—*“ very erect and classic,’”’—taken 
in connection with the failure to describe his 
manner of sitting down, indeed the neglect 
to say whether he can sit down at all, either 
classically or vulgarly, leads to the gravest 
apprehensions on this branch of the subject. 
We call to mind the steam-man lately on ex- 
hibition in this city, who could walk “ very 
erect and classic,” who could turn about 
with a sharp jerk and walk back, very erect 
and classic,“ to the place of starting, but who 
could not for his life sit down in either classic 
or vulgar style,—could not sit down at all! 
How does Mr. Moller know that, when Mr. 
Tilden walks, “very erect and classic,” he is 
not in fact propelled by steam ? 

Mr. Moller insists that the reason of Mr. 
Tilden’s talking in a whisper is not the loss 
of his voice, but on account of his “ fine 
ear,” He says that persons who hear well 
always speak in a low tone. Mr. Moller 
denies, with some heat, that Mr. Tilden’s left 
eye is closed, hermetically sealed, as it were. 
He says that It is really only partly closed” ; 
that it is of no consequence”; that many 
persons are troubled in the same way,” etc. 
According to Mr. Moller, it is of very little 
consequence what a man has or has not in 
the front of his head, provided the back of 
his head is well developed. Hesays Tilden 
has more brains in the back of his head than 
most men,” and that this fact enables him to 
cling tenaciously to an idea, and that the idea 
entrapped in the back of his head “never 
flies away from him.” But if by accident 
the idea should escape the vigilant espionage 
of his back brain, it would be sure, in the 
opinion of Moller, to be arrested in its flight 
by his peculiarly formed Roman nose, which 
is “well formed” and “indicates great 
powers of abstraction.” Moller wouldn’t 
tell what he meant by “powers of abstrac- 
tion.“ Whence it is concluded that Tilden 
imparted the secret to him in confidence. To 
the question, Is Mr. Tilden’s arm palsied ?” 
Mr. Moller replied frankly, I am sorry to 
say that his left arm has been palsied for 
some time.” “But,” added Mr. Moller, 
“that’s of no consequence, as you know the 
left arm is very little brought into use by 
anybody, anyway.“ 

The interviewer evidently hoped to throw 
Moller off his guard by plumping the follow- 
ing question at him abruptly: Does any- 
one help him (Tilden) to eat his dinner?’ 
But Molier was not to be surprised. With- 
out a moment’s hesitation he replied: “Not 
always.” And then he explained: “An 
excellent widow whe formerly was in 
my employ cuts his meat for him. 
He can hardly use the arm, you see, 
at all at dinner.“ Then the interviewer tried 


back of his head and says: ““I know there 
something init”; and when requested to 
state what he thinks is in it,“ he replies 
promptly: “Brain—brains, of course. He is 
a most remarkable man!“ Mr. Moller ad- 
mits that Mr. Tilden “has a peculiar way 
about him” which might convey to strangers 
the impression that he is as good as dead.“ 
But, bless you! Mr. Moller knows better. 
When he sees him stand up” as easily as 
anybody, or walk straight across the room as 
erect as the steam-man, or riding down 
street with his palsied arm dfawn horizon- 
tally through the bridle rein, he knows that 
his hero is not dead by any manner of 
means; and he is happy to tell the 
country 830. There is a touch of 
pathos in the concluding paragraph of the 
interview, where Mr. Moller refers to Mr. 
Tilden’s habit of staying alone in the even- 
ing. He says: “He (Tilden) stays by him- 
self all the evening. It is hard for him to 
trust anybody since his nearest relatives 
proved so faithjJess in receiving the cipher 
dispatches. He won't trust anybody now.” 
No doubt Pelton’s duplicity nearly broke his 
good old uncle's heart. When we think of it 
we feel impelled to hunt for Pelton, seize 
him, carry him to the top of a very high tow- 
er, and throw him off. But, then, Mr. Til- 
den, in an excess of génerosity, forgave the 
poor boy for. attempting to steal Electoral 
votes, on the ground that he knew others 
were trying to steal the same votes, and why 
should we be so inexorably just as to wish to 
fling Pelton from the top of a tall tower? 


Tue enthusiasm which is felt for Blaine in 
Pennsylvania ‘is not of recent growth. It 
will be remembered that Don Cameron had 
the utmost difficulty in holding his delega- 
tion together at the Cincinnati Convention in 
1876 in favor of a Pennsylvania man (Hart- 
ranft) who had personally a strong hold 
upon his own party in his own State, and 
that, when the break came, thirty of the 
fifty-eight delegates went over to Blaine.

Tux President has felt constrained by his 
sense of duty to the country and by his con- 
victions of propriety to veto the Deficiency 
Appropriation bill passed by Congress, At 
the last session of Congress the two Houses 
failed to.appropriate the money required to 
pay certain expenditures directed by law.

A FATAL FALL 


The Perils of aun Elevator, 

Thomas Heermans, junior partner in the firm 
of Clinton Briggs & Heermans, proprietors of 
the Star and Crescent Mills, at the southwestern 
end of Randolph street bridge, was suddenly 
killed, shortly after 8 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, by fallmg through a freight-elevator pass- 
ageway from the sixth floor in the mill to the 
basement, a distance of between % and 100 feet.

It was afterwards found that his neck 
was broken, his left arm broken above the 
elbow, the skull fractured about the right 
temple, and the inside of one hand was cut to 
the quick. Marks on the mill-dust show that the 
unfortunate man must bave fallen directly 
through the shaft, almost without touching un- 
til he struck the crose-beam just about the plat- 
form. His left arm was en. over 
this beam, as the mark of his arm against 
the upright shows. plainly. This only par- 
tially broke the fall, for almost at the same 
moment head struck an iron dar 
attached at angle to one of the r and 
upon this his skull was fractured and bis neck 
dislocated.

THE TARIFF. 
ARTICLES ACTED UPON IN COMMITTEE. 
-* Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 5.—The votes in the 
Ways and Means Committee this morning upon 
certain articles in the Tariff bill seem to make it 
certain that no bill will be reported from that 

‘Committee that will have any possibility of be- 
‘eoming a law. Indeed. the entire proceeding 
seems to be a farce. While there area few mem- 
ders of the Committee sincerely desirous of tariff 
reform, they are not a majority, and a majority 
dy no means runs along the party line as some 
of the members of both parties have tried to 
make it appear. The bill is to be finally 
voted upon to-morrow, and if it is 
reported favorably the members of the Com- 
‘mittee, when charged with having neglected to 
reduce some of the burdens upon the people, 
‘will doubtiess say that they are not responsible. 
as a bill was reported to the House. but did not 
‘pass. The statement, if made, will be mislead- 
ing. It bas been in the power of that Commit- 
tee at any time for six months to report bills 
confined to separate subjects, and to have passed 
them through the House by large majorities. 
It undoubtedly is still in the power of that Com- 
mittee, even now, at this late stage of the session, 
to report bills relative to wood-pulp, paper, coal, 
galt, and other articles separately, and to pass 
_ them through the House, certainly some of 
them, by the two-thirds vote necessary for sus- 
pension of rules. The desire to do anything of 
this kind does not exist in the Committee. The 
proof that it does not exist is shown by the 
hodge-podie of a bill which the Committee is 
trying to report to the House. It is a tariff med- 
ley, which has not the slightest chance of be- 
coming a law, and those who are now urging it 
. DO NOT SUPPOSE IT HAS ANY CHANCE. 
A revenue-reform member of the Sub-Commit- 
tee which framed the bill says that the scheme 
has no prospects whatever of being en- 
acted into law at this session, and he very plain- 
ly intimated that in his opinion the majority of 
‘the Committee did not intend that it should be 
“go enacted. In view of these facts, it is nota 
matter of great moment to know what the de- 
tailsof the bill are. The bill itself has been 
printed secretly. It covers seven pages, and in- 
_ eludes a great variety of articles. A few of 
these were passed upon this morning. 

The Ways and 
Means Committee knows that the House, by a 
very large majority, has already decided that in 
its judgment the tariff upon salt should be re-

IN THE HOUSE. 
PUBLIC PRINTING AND “STAR’’ ROUTES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Wasuineton, May 5.—The House to-day, by 
unanimous consent, passed a bill appropriating 
$250,000 to enable the Public Printer to continue 
his work. This is the sum expended for the 
extra work beyond the estimate caused by the 
extra session, allowance having been made in 
the annual appropriation for the expenses of 
that sessien. The bill was one of the sections of 
the Little Deficiency bill which was yesterday 
vetoed. The haste which the Democrats have 
made to pass this bill indicated how much they 
feared the charge that by delay they had 
dohe anything to cripple the public service, 
for it was a fact known to the Democratic man- 
agers that the Government Printer had strained 
his appropriation to its utmost limit while await- 
ing the passage of the Little Deficiency bill, and 
now that it had been ve that officer had 
stated that he should have stopped all printing 
for Congress to-night unless the bill had been 
passed. The Democrats had some difficulty in 
receiving unanimous consent, but finally the 
obstinate ones were whipped into order and the 
bill passed. It is the expectation that the bill 
will also pass the Senate without objection. 

“STAR” ROUTES. 

The rest of the day in the House was devoted 
to the Post-Office Appropriation bill, the debate 
being confined chiefly to the provision relative to

A NATIONAL LIBRARY. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WaAsHinoton, D. C., May 5.—Senator V oorhees, 
who is the Chairman of the joint Committee on 
the Library, spoke at length. to-day on the ne- 
cessity for increased accommodations for the 
library of Congress. To-mcrrow the Senate will 
act upon a bill which he has reported providing 
for the appointment of a commission to report 
what changes can be made in the Capitol Build- 
ing by which more space can be given to the 
library ana whereby can be obtained better light 
and ventilation for the legislative halis, 
with greater convenience of communication 
between them. This bill Senator Morrill will 
seek to so amend as to provide for a commision 
to select a new location for the Congressional 
Library. This scheme,if carried out, will abol- 
ish the library which Congress has collected 
for its own use, and make the collection of books 
a nucleus for a great National library, such as 
Rufus Choate, when he was in the Senate, 
wanted to have established with the Smith- 
sonian bequest. 

AID FOR CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS. 

The Senate devoted the afternoon to the con- 
sideration of the bill making appropriations for 
the expenses of the District of Columbia, one- 
half of which are to be defrayed from the Na- 
tional Treasury and the other half from the re- 
sources of the District raised by taxation and 
licenses. An amendment was offered that one 
of the Commissioners who govern the District 
should have a place on the Board of Trustees of 
each of the charitable institutions which receive 
support from the Treasury, with the exception 
of St. Ann’s Infant Asylum and the Little 
Sisters of the Poor. Mr. Hoar’s question why 
these two associations were omitted was an- 
swered by a statement that.they were under the 
charge of Roman Catholic sisterhoods. This led 
toa colloquial discussion, pending which the 
Senate adjourned. 

THE ELECTION OF PRESIDENT. 

The Senate Select Committee to take into con- 
sideration the election of President and Vice- 
President, Which was established in March, 1879, 
will hold its first called meeting to-morrow.

Provisions advanced in sympathy with hogs, 
pork going up about Wo per bri, rather from 
firmness on the partof hoiders than an active 
demand. Wheat advanced steadily, butdecided- 
ly, in spite of early whisperings to the effect 
that the clique intended to mark the day's 
trading with a decline. The firmer tone of the 
British markets for two or three days past, with 
unquestioned reports that English millers were 
never so much dependent on foreign wheat as 
they are now, revived confidence here, inde- 
pendently of the fears entertained by some that 
the wires have been laid for a big corner. 
There was another active in spot 
corn, exporters. buying al offered at 
an advance of %@%c, though freights were 
stronger, and it was reported that the demand 
was about equally active elsewhere, on the sea- 
board as well as the interior. Present low prices 
tor corn are largely increasing its consumption 
for food and feed, in addition to the rapidly 
widening range of manufacturing industries of 
which it forms the basis. Oats were in unusually 
good demand, and advanced sharply; some 
people said it was owing to a pressure to fill May 
shorts, but a great deal was. bought for subse- 
quent months. Rye was advanced ic in 
sympathy, and bariey was firm though quiet.

the afternoon May wheat advanced sharply under 


a brisk demand from shorts, going up 2Xc after 
Io clock, and corn improved Ke in sympathy.

The dry-goods market exhibited little change. 
Groceries were steady, and trade is improving 
daily. Sugars and coffees are quoted firm. Fish 
were steady, whitefish being higher, owing to 
their searcity. Dried fruits were unchanged. 
Lower prices were given for butter, the stock of 
which is incréasing, and there is little demand 
except for fine grades for immediate use. Cheese 
was easier, except full creams, which were 
scarce and steady. Other grades were dull. 
Coal, oil, and bagging were unchanged. 

The tumber market was moderately active. 
At the yards prices were irregular, and cargoes 
were selling slowly at the recent figures. The 
wool market continuesip a state of uncertainty. 
New is not plenty enough to make prices, and 
the old stock left is sold at about what it will 
bring. Broom-corn and salt were steady. 
The loeal dealers take the hides com- 
ing in at the late decline, and find 
few to take, the receipts being moderate. 
Hay was slow and weak, excepting the best 
timothy, which is scarce and steady.

Taxation in Gencral—Park Taxes in 
Particular. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Curcaco, May 5.—The question of taxation 
caused the Revolution of 786, and has been the 
parent of more revolutions in the world than 
any other question. It has been a living vital 
question in all ages and countries, and is a liv- 
ing and vitai question now. Indeed, the ques- 
tion has become much more difficult, complicat- 
ed, and dangerous, under popular government, 
than ever before. 

Constitutional provisions that taxation shall 
be equal have not secured equality or anything 
approximating to equality in adjusting the bur- 
dens of taxation. The holder of real estate and 
ye ee pay the taxes, whether 

e owns more a small fraction of it or 
not; while the mortgage on it — — escapes 
taxation altogether, though absorbing the in- 
come of the property in the form of interest. 

Our legisiation has never yet reached or rem- 
edied this inequality. The r man's cow, pig, 
cook-stove, and straw bed, his cart and mule, 
and the tools of his trade, must y taxes in 
full, and in New England he himself is taxed in 
uddition to his little property. * The small mer- 
chant and manufacturer are aiso taxed the full 
value of their merchandise or raw material on 
hand, while the holder of interest-bearing se- 
curities or dividend- paying stocks wholly esca 
taxation, or „ S small faction of his 
just proportion taxes. if his property is in 
the National bonds or greenbacks he is exempt 
altogether from paying taxes. 
lt is a notorious fact that — capitalists 
are always on the alert to avoid taxes. They 
watch the legisiation, employ the sharpest law- 
yers to frame the revenue Jaws, obtain advan- 
tageous charters, and, by every sort of dili- 
gence and device, endeavor to adjust and 
control taxation so that they can and do es- 

cape themselves, and place the 
the shoulders of those who do not know how to 
avoid it. The class which controls revenue leg- 
lala tion also generally administers the revenue 
laws, levies and cullects the unequal taxes, fixes 
its Own pay, and thus ap tes the blic 
moneys it has uajustly levied and collec from 
others.

THE IRISH LAND SYSTEM. 


The Hard Lot of the Tenant—Figures 
Which Show Marsh Treatment—Im- 
provements Madea Pretext for Higher 
Rents—The Agitation Doing Good— 
The People Sad and Gloomy—Rack- 
Rents Exacted ror Poor Land-—The 
Land System Thoroughly Bad.

CLARE Morris, Mayo, April 16.—Walter M. 
Bourke is the largest landed lord in Clare Morris, 
and his tenants are the poorest people in it. He 
has between 400 and 800 tenants. They are 
nearly all“ small tenants.” They live on in- 
ferior, wet, cold, undrained land. He has done 
nothing for it. This year he borrowed £600 or 
£700 from the Board of Works to give employ- 
ment to his tenants. Be it understood that this 
is a Government relief measure. The Govern- 
ment loans money to landlords at a nominal 
rate of interest so that they may improve 
their lands, and give work instead of 
charity to their tenants. Bourke was one of the 
landlords who took advantage of this scheme. 
He employed those tenants who had not paid 
their rent, and agreed to pay them six shillings a 
week for their toil—2 cents a day! But he keeps 
it for rent due! These tenants live on Indian 
meal, nothing else, and it is supplied by charity. 
But Bourke gets his rent! This is the rate of 
wages in winter; in summer the landlord raises 
the pay to $2.50 a week-and find themselves. 
By paying these starvation prices, also, he gets 
the work done for less than half the estimated 
cost, because the loan was made at a living
